Debra Charles, the CEO of 
Northampton based com¬ 
pany, Novacroft wanted to 
be a choreographer when 
she was growing up, she 
might not have achieved 
this role but Debra is a cho¬ 
reographer in the business 
world and is aiming to 
inspire disadvantaged 
young people to become 
entrepreneurs. 

Following stints at Apple 
and Westinghouse, Debra 
launched her own business 
in 1998, shortly after losing 
her parents to cancer, 
investing £90,000 of her 
inheritance into the ven¬ 
ture. 

Today, Debra heads up 
Novacroft, a hugely success¬ 
ful smartcard programme 
and software solution com¬ 
pany - the technology sup¬ 
porting TfL’s Oyster photo¬ 
card schemes. 

The business employs 200 
team members and turned 
over more than £10m last 
year. Since its launch, 
Novacroft’s innovative 
smartcard technology and 


online database have cut 
down the application pro¬ 
cess and delivery time of 
Oyster cards from 48 days to 
24 hours. 

The company also supplies 
regional smartcards and 
National Rail cards. 

Debra said it was a three 
phrase approach.The first is 
to help young entrepreneurs 
by teaming them up with a 
major university (which one 
she could not say at present) 
in the first quarter of 2017. 
This would help the young 
people turn their visions 
into reality. 

The second phase will be 
to engage with those in 
Northamptonshire who 
were on benefits and who 
were suffering from low self 
esteem. 

These would be people 
who had fallen into a hole 
between education and 
employment and they would 
be given a mentor. This 
would help them in their 
steps to start up in self 
employment 

The third phase is to 



launch a pilot scheme with 
primary and secondary 
schools to give these young¬ 
sters some cash to start up 
their own businesses.

Heroics all 
in the line of

Two police officers who crawled 
into a smoke-filled property to 
rescue an elderly lady from a 
house fire have been praised for 
their actions. 

PC Matt Baker and PC Taylor 
Ellis attended the house in 
Woodland Close, Duston, 
Northampton, on Friday morning 
(November 12), at about 7am, 
after a 999 call was received ask¬ 
ing for help - but with no specific 
information about the type of 
emergency. 

PC Baker said: “We went along 
without really knowing the 
details of the call. I went to the 
bay window to peer through and 
the glass felt really hot. As I did 
that, my colleague opened the 
porch and plumes of smoke came 
out. At this point we called the 
fire brigade. 

“I forced the door and saw thick, 
black smoke pouring out. I called 
in to see if anyone was there and 
heard a voice from the back of the 
building. 

“There was about a foot gap of 
clearer air, so we got on our bel¬ 
lies and crawled through the 
house.” 

Finding a woman, aged in her 
90s, the officers were able to res¬ 
cue her from the house, where she 
was then taken to hospital and 


kept in for monitoring. Both offic¬ 
ers were also treated for smoke 
inhalation at the scene. 

Fire crews soon arrived from 
Moulton, Mereway and The 
Mounts Fire Stations to extin¬ 
guish the blaze. The living room 
was severely damaged by fire and 
there was smoke damage to the 
remainder of the property. 

PC Ellis said: “I have only been 
in the force for two years and this 
was the first experience I have 
had with a house fire. When you 
realise someone is inside, your 
main goal simply becomes pres¬ 
ervation of life. 

“I’m just so glad the lady sur¬ 
vived. Her family rang me and, to 
my understanding, she was 
expected to leave hospital after a 
few days.” 

Chief Constable Simon Edens 
said: “I am very proud of Taylor 
and Matt. As officers in 
Northamptonshire Police, they 
are here to protect people from 
harm and they acted quickly and 
decisively to literally save a life on 
Friday. I was very pleased to get 
the chance to thank them per¬ 
sonally and to check that they are 
ok. “I hope the lady involved in 
this incident is making a good 
recovery; it is to her credit that 
she had the presence of mind to 
phone 999 when her life was in 
danger, giving PC Ellis and PC 
Baker the chance to help her.”

Book full of CAR-TASTROPHES

HONEST JOHN & GEORGE FOWLER 



IF you’re one of those people who 
spots a one star restaurant review in 
your Sunday paper and relishes the 
critical mauling that follows in print, 
here is the motoring book for you. 
The words in CAR-TASTROPHES: 80 
automotive atrocities from the past 
20 years’ are distilled from hundreds 
of cars driven in the last couple of 
decades by two men who should 
know a motoring lemon when they 
see one. 


A car, taken at random from the book, 
like the odd looking Suzuki X90 and 
here dismissed as “a clown’s car for 
people who wanted to drive around 
looking ridiculous”. 

Those words come from co-author 
Honest John, the man who answers 
questions about the reliability of your 
potential purchase each Saturday in 
a national newspaper and who also 
runs his own website, packed with 
facts and fact-backed opinions. 


His fellow writer on this book 
project is George Fowler, motoring 
correspondent for The Daily Star and 
not a man short of opinions. 

Take this, for instance, on a very 
expensive Italian saloon: “Crocks 
of crap don’t get much bigger than 
the 2013 Maserati Ghibli, in every 
possible way”. 

Now, an Internet blogger might 
leave it at that and move on to insult 
something, or someone else, without 


leaving a shred of evidence to 
support the verdict. 

Not so George, who goes on to 
declare of this four-door glamour 
wagon: “It might have been mightily 
quick, but trying to drive it in a 
straight line was nigh-on impossible.” 
He continues in the same, detailed, 
vein for many more words. 

Some cars that take a beating from 
Honest John and George are sitting 
ducks in the pantheon of motoring 
mistakes, among them the hideous 
Pontiac Aztek, vastly expensive 
Maybach 62, styling disaster 
SsangYong Rodius and instantly 
forgettable MG Rover CityRover. 
Other inclusions might surprise you 
more.Take the Volkswagen Golf Mk IV 
of 2009-2012. As Honest John admits: 
“Decent enough to drive,” before 
adding the knockout blow, “but the list 
of problems kept mounting until the 
final catastrophe of the US Emissions 
Defeat software that proved they’d 
been lying all along.” Ouch. 

Each entry wins a flat tyre rating with 
the worst collecting a shameful five - 
like a car you’ve (luckily) never heard 
of, the Mitsuoka Galue II. 

One you will have heard of, the Kia 
Rio of 2001-2005 is another five star 
disaster, but Honest John is fair 
enough to say the current Rio “out- 
styles the Fiesta”. 

So, a book full of vented anger at 
the way some cars were foisted on 
an unsuspecting public but honest 
enough to acknowledge that things 
can get better.

EcoTSI

SEAT’S designers must have been chomping at 
the bit to deliver a Crossover - given the seemingly 
unstoppable demand for scaled-down SUVs in all 
their shapes and forms. 

There’s no doubting the Spanish car maker is a 
seriously late entrant to this particular party, pretty 
much everyone’s in on the act now, but the Ateca 
should see it make up for lost time. 

It might share a fair bit in common with its 
Volkswagen group stablemate the Tiguan, both are 
based on VW’s MQB platform, but despite that the 
Ateca has more than enough about it to set it apart. 
For starters it’s got a profile that’s both pleasing 
and distinctive. It manages to fuse elements of a 
traditional boxy SUV design blueprint with flourishes 
Seat’s familiar sporty styling flair to great effect. 

There are certainly elements of the latest Leon to be 
seen and given that’s widely acknowledged to be a 
great looker that’s undoubtedly a good thing. 

The result is a vehicle that certainly looks appealing 
but lacks none of the practicality one demands from 
a family crossover. 

Step inside and the cabin is instantly appealing, 
arguably even perfectly proportioned. It’s ideally 
suited to the needs of a family. 

It’s also a very easy place to feel at home in with a 
comfortable kind of feel overall. 

Quality is certainly to the fore too, even if the Ateca 
does fall slightly short of Volkswagen levels of interior 
refinement. 

To be fair though it still has a premium kind of feel and 
while the predominantly black matt dashboard is plain 
in some respects there’s very little that’s wrong with it. 
Given the Ateca is slightly shorter than the Tiguan it’s 
surprisingly roomy throughout and also has a large 
510-litre boot that trumps rivals like the Nissan Qashqai. 
In terms of engines there’s a tempting array of diesels 
and petrols. The cheapest Ateca can be had for a tad 
under £18,000 with the three-cylinder 1.0-litre petrol 
engine that’s available - a fine example of the latest 
generation of small engines with a big attitude. 

As far as diesels go there are 1.6-litre (113bhp) and 
2.0-litre units, with the 2.0 TDI available in either 
148bhp or 187bhp guise. 

While one might imagine most buyers are likely to go 
down the diesel route the 1.4-litre TSI petrol fitted to 


this car makes for a very realistic alternative real world 
alternative. 

Smooth, refined and potent, it packed a performance 
punch that was pleasantly reassuring and is 
economical too. 

It’s frugality is boosted by the ability to shut down two 
of its four cylinders and operate via the remaining two 
when it’s able to. Very clever indeed. 

In line with the general crossover trend for vehicles 
designed for on rather than off-road progress most 
Atecas are front-wheel drive, other than the 2.0-litre 
diesels, which have a four-wheel drive option. 

I covered quite a few miles in this car, heading from the 
Midlands down to the south coast and back over a few 
days and was impressed by its comfort over long journeys 
and the fact it was a consummate motorway cruiser. 

Mind you, there wasn’t much cruising on the return leg 
when a three-and-a-half hour journey turned into a five- 
and-a-half hour one. That said my teenage passengers 
never complained once, despite the fact we didn’t even 
stop - which said a lot about the Ateca to me. 

As far as trim levels go there’s 1st Edition, S, SE, SE 
Technology and Xcellence variants to choose from. 
This mid-range SE model certainly came with enough 
bells ad whistles to impress. 

Key among them is the Media System Plus set-up, 
which means it gets a larger and extremely user- 
friendly eight-inch colour touchscreen compared to 
the standard five-inch one. It also comes with voice 
control, Bluetooth audio streaming and eight speakers. 
While crossovers aren’t necessarily renowned for their 
driving dynamics the Ateca delivers impressive car-like 
handling and it proved a real pleasure to drive on the 
winding roads of the picturesque South Downs. 

All in all I think the Ateca should prove a winner for 
SEAT -1 have to confess liked it a lot.

The Scenic gets a new look with a C-shaped front lighting 
array and 20-inch wheels and Renault claims it is the only 
vehicle in the class to come with active emergency braking 
system with pedestrian detection as standard. The five-seat 
Scenic and seven-seat Grand Scenic range has a starting price 
from £21,445. Both the Scenic and Grand Scenic come in 
four trim levels - Expression+, Dynamique Nav, Dynamique 
S Nav and Signature Nav. The Expression+ entry level 
Scenic comes with an upgraded level of kit, including lane 
departure warning, traffic sign recognition and automatic 
high/low beam headlamps. Also standard on the new Scenic 
are electronic parking brake, LED daytime running lights, 
automatic dual-zone climate control, automatic headlights 
and windscreen wipers, electrically adjustable heated and 
folding door mirrors, leather steering wheel, 4 x 20W DAB 
radio with fingertip controls with Bluetooth connectivity and 
a seven-inch touchscreen.

He was within seven shots of his first pro¬ 
fessional 147 on Tuesday, and Kyren Wilson 
admits it’s an opportunity missed that will 
leave him with nightmares.

But it proved a victory tinged with disap¬ 
pointment for Wilson, reflecting on what 
could have been in his first frame of the 
tournament. 

“It was the worst black I think I’ve ever 
missed,” he said. “It was a nine-and-a-half 
out of ten shot, and I just happened to be 
caught out by that half and I’m absolutely 
gutted. 

“I did all the hard work, but then the 
pressure reversed when it came to the easi¬ 
er shots and it’s tough to take when you’re 
so close. All the balls were in a nice posi¬ 
tion too. 

“It’s hard to look at it in a positive light, I 
was desperate for a perfect start and to get 
so close is difficult. But at the end of the 
day I still made a century in the opening 
frame and that’s something I have to be 
pleased with. If you make it [the 147], peo¬ 
ple start talking about you, start paying 
more attention but it wasn’t to be.” 


Burrell wary as Saints aim 
to avoid Sixways shocker

Northampton Saints return to 
Premiership action tomorrow 
night with a trip to lowly 
Worcester Warriors, although 
centre Luther Burrell won’t be 
paying any attention to their 
league position. 

Worcester go into the match at 
Sixways 11th in the table, above 
only Bristol, having won just one 
of their first seven fixtures, 
although they have also drawn a 
couple. 

However, given that 
Northampton will be missing 
their international contingent, 
they’ll be taking nothing for grant¬ 
ed at a ground where they have 
come unstuck before. 

Burrell said: “There are no easy 
games now in this league - you 
look at Newcastle [who are] mid¬ 
table. Obviously Bristol are the 
ones who haven’t got off to a great 
start, but across the board there 
are never easy games. 

“There are upsets across the 
board this year, so I wouldn’t look 
at that and think they’re going to 
be an easy challenge because they 
might be below us in the league. 

“To be honest, it’s not something 
that I really want to focus on - I 
don’t look at the league and think 
‘right, they’re below us, so it’s 
going to be an easy game for us’ 
because we know that’s not going 
to be the case with the calibre of 
players that they’ve got.” 

Saints were stunned by the 
Warriors in the opening game of 
last season, when the then-newly 
promoted side snatched a 13-12 
win with the very last kick thanks 
to Tom Heathcote’s drop goal. 

It was one of several poor results 
away from home against sides 
they were expected to beat that 
had a real negative impact on the 


campaign, as they eventually fin¬ 
ished outside of the top four. 

This time around, Northampton 
only have three league victories to 
their name so far, but they go into 
the match with some momentum 
having won their last three games 
in all competitions. 

On last season’s experience at 
Worcester, Burrell said: “It’s one of 
those games that really sticks with 
you because it was obviously the 
first game of the season last year. 
They came out of the blocks firing 
and we didn’t really turn up in that 
game. 

“So we know what kind of threat 
they are at home, with the players 


they’ve got in their squad now - 
they’ve got threats all over the 
park. I think Ben Te’o is potentially 
playing with England this week¬ 
end, but they’ve got [Wynand] 
Olivier through midfield and a 
couple of other outstanding mid- 
field players. 

“Ryan Lamb is playing really 
well, pulling the strings at ten, so 
they’re a dangerous team and at 
home on a Friday night they’ll be 
fully ready for the challenge of us 
coming down.” 

While the Anglo-Welsh Cup 
games of the last couple of weeks 
have been a great opportunity for 
youngsters to be blooded, it has 


also allowed Burrell to get himself 
back up to speed after fully recov¬ 
ering from the concussion he suf¬ 
fered at Saracens in September. 

The 28-year-old says he has real¬ 
ly enjoyed playing in the competi¬ 
tion, adding: “I’ve had a cracking 
couple of weeks with the young 
boys, it’s been fantastic. 

“The likes of Sam Olver, Rory 
Hutchinson - how good has he 
come on so far this season? - Tom 
Collins have been brilliant. 

“It’s been fantastic for me, I’ve 
had a really good couple of weeks 
getting myself back in and run¬ 
ning around with some of these 
younger boys.”

Ellie Robinson was the star 
turn at the 12th 
Northamptonshire Sport 
Awards last Thursday as the 
Paralympic swimming cham¬ 
pion claimed a hat-trick of 
titles. 

The 15-year-old Northampton 
High School pupil has had a 
fantastic 2016, in which she 
won a gold medal in the S6 50m 
butterfly at the Games in Rio in 
September, with a Paralympic 
record time of 35.58 seconds. 
Robinson also claimed bronze 


in the S6 100m freestyle ahead 
of her hero Ellie Simmonds and 
she is also the holder of the 
world 100m butterfly record in 
her category as well as nine 
British Para records. 

Her stunning achievements 
earned her the prestigious 
Northants Sports Personality of 
the Year award at the Sywell 
Aerodrome, while she was also 
named Disabled Sports Person 
of the Year and Young 
Sportswoman of the Year. 

Among the 21 awards dished 
out on the night, Northampton 
Town’s sensational League Two 
championship triumph was 
recognised as the Cobblers 
were named Performance 


Team of the Year. 

Northampton players David 
Buchanan and Marc Richards 
were there to receive the award 
after a campaign that saw them 
go on a club-record run of ten 
successive league victories, 
which formed part part of 
another record of 31 league 
games unbeaten.

Northampton Town suffered a bout of JET 
sickness on Saturday when Jay Emmanuel- 
Thomas swooped in for a last-minute 
Gillingham winner. 

Cobblers led going into the break but could 
not handle a late buffeting from Gillingham 
and gave the home side their first win in eight 
league matches. 

Town boss Rob Page gave Marc Richards a 
surprise striking start ahead of Alex Revell, 
but it was John-Joe O’Toole who grabbed the 
opener via a 36th minute header from a Matt 
Taylor corner. 

Cobblers could have been two goals to the 
good moments later but JJ Hooper could only 
strike a Gills post when creating a shooting 
chance. 

The mannequin challenge is a current inter¬ 
net craze and Lewin Nyatanga joined in with 
his own statuesque skit in getting nowhere 
near Emmanuel-Thomas from a 48th minute 
corner allowing Max Ehmer to slot home from 
close range. Page will be pulling out what hair 
he has left at Northampton’s weakness from 
corners, which was highlighted to distressing 
effect in the recent Nene Derby. 

Gillingham have a fair smattering of quality 
in Emmanuel-Thomas, playmaker Bradley 
Dack and ex-England international Paul 
Konchesky, yet Cobblers matched them for 
most of the game. 

How upsetting it was then for the drenched 
Cobblers fans on the Priestfield Stadium’s 
open away end to watch Emmanuel-Thomas 
snatch a thoroughly avoidable Gillingham 
winner. 

Substitute Kenji Gorre did nothing to ease 
his powderpuff reputation by failing to close 
down the former Arsenal attacker properly. 

Gorre had only been on the pitch for 12 min¬ 
utes so should have been full of running and 
able to make the block as Emmanuel-Thomas 
struck from 25 yards. Instead the man known 
as JET sent a long-range fizzer past a 
despairing Adam Smith. 

Northampton’s real bright spark was speed¬ 
ster Sam Hoskins, but the attacker spurned a 
couple of chances at the Priestfield. Right 
now, Hoskins appears an above average drib¬ 
bler and a below average finisher, which sug¬ 
gests he might need to work with a specialist 
striker’s coach like the role Ian Wright had at 
MK Dons. 

Yet Cobblers remain in eighth place in 
League One and things are far from doom and 
gloom. They look forward to an FA Cup round 
two date at non-league Stourbridge in early 
December. 

However, that pales into insignificance to 
this weekend’s Nene Derby rematch versus 

Peterborough United in what has been 

tagged ‘Operation Revenge’. Win that game 
and the Town players become instant 
heroes, it’s pretty simple.

Sam Hoskins has been one of 
Northampton’s standout per¬ 
formers in recent weeks and he 
believes his attacking midfield 
role is allowing him more free¬ 
dom on the ball. 

It’s been a successful change of 
position for former Southampton 
youngster Hoskins, who for most 
of last season was competing for 
a place on the wing with the likes 
of Lawson D’Ath and Nicky 
Adams. 

It meant some frustrating 
spells on the sidelines at times as 
Northampton won promotion 
from League Two under Chris 
Wilder, but he is currently one of 
the first names on the team 
sheet for manager Rob Page. 

The 23-year-old’s ability to beat 
opponents with his direct run¬ 
ning has made him a dangerous 


attacking threat, with the 
Cobblers’ last opponents 
Gillingham having to employ 
some cynical tactics in order to 
stop him at times. 

Hoskins said: “It’s not a role 
I’ve played in before, but I’m def¬ 
initely enjoying it. I’m getting a 
lot of joy picking it up in the mid¬ 
dle of the park and running with 
it. I find I’ve got a lot more time 
and space on the ball, but now I 
can hopefully find more goals, 
find more assists and stuff in the 
coming weeks and just build on 
my performances. 

“The way we play - we have one 
[midfielder] sitting and then 
another one beside me, so I’ve 
sort of got the freedom to push 
forward when the defence is cov¬ 
ered with the other two. 

“At the same time, if my other 
centre midfielder pushes on I 
know I’ve got defensive duties to 
do, but it certainly gives me a lot 
of freedom and I enjoy it.” 

Hoskins is full of praise for the 
experienced players around him 


that have helped him bed into 
his new role so well, such as Matt 
Taylor, who has had a big influ¬ 
ence since joining from Burnley 
in the summer. 

He also feels the way 
Northampton’s strikers, Marc 
Richards and Alex Revell, are 
able to hold the ball up and bring 
others into play does a lot to help 
his game. 

Hoskins said: “They’ve been 
there and done it a million times 
before and they generally know 
where the ball’s going to go and 
whether they can hold it up 

“Sometimes you’ve got to read 
it yourself, whether you can 
gamble off the striker or you’ve 
got to hold your ground, but you 
get used to it in games and in 
training as well. They tell you 
what they like to do and what 
they expect from you, so it’s defi¬ 
nitely good to have them.” 

Northampton’s fans will be 
hoping Hoskins continues his 
good run of form in Saturday’s 
Nene Derby against 


Peterborough United at Sixfields, 
which is a chance for atonement 
following last month’s 3-0 loss 
against the Posh. 

“Everyone was disappointed in 
that,” Hoskins said, adding: 
“We’ve recognised what we 
needed to work on and I think 
we’re ready to go and ‘get 
revenge,’ if you want. 

“We definitely need a big per¬ 
formance against them - in front 
of our home fans as well, it will 
be much better. 

“We know there’s a lot riding on 
it from the fans and a personal 
point of view because of the 
rivalry and the way the last game 
went, but we’ve just got to pre¬ 
pare like it’s another game. We 
know we’ve got to go and get 
three points and that’s the aim.” 

■ Northampton will travel to 
Stourbridge in the second 
round of the FA Cup on Sunday 
4 December after the Northern 
Premier League side defeated 
Whitehawk 3-0 in a first round 
replay on Monday.

In what was unquestionably the 
low point of Page’s time in charge 
so far, the Cobblers tumbled to a 
3-0 defeat at London Road, with 
their vulnerability from corners 
costing them dear. 

Town are also looking to bounce 
back from last weekend’s defeat at 
Gillingham, where they were left 
dejected by Jay Emmanuel- 
Thomas’ stoppage time winner. 

As if any more spice was needed 
for the latest Nene Derby, 


Peterborough leapfrogged 
Northampton in the League One 
table last Sunday thanks to their 
1-0 win against Bolton Wanderers. 

Page said: “I watched them 
against Bolton and I thought they 
were excellent and credit to them 
for that, but this is our opportu¬ 
nity now to right the wrongs of the 
away game. 

“It was from set-pieces where we 
conceded that day, apart from the 
third goal, it was the two set-piec¬ 
es which put us on the back foot 
and that’s something we’ve got to 
put right. 

“We’ll be working hard all week, 
there’s a great buzz about the 
place and even though we’re off 
the back of a defeat there were too 
many positives to be negative this 
week and we’ll build on that going 
into a great and entertaining 
game on Saturday.” 

Although Page stopped short of

“It’s our patch, they’re coming to 
our place and let’s create that 
atmosphere where we make that 


difficult for them.” 

Page has also had a chance to 
review the loss at Gillingham in 
more detail after his side let a half¬ 
time lead slip against a team who 
hadn’t won in seven league games. 

Missed chances in particular 
proved to be costly, with Page say¬ 
ing: “It’s still a bitter pill to swal¬ 
low. I thought we played well in 
spells in the game. 

“If I’m being honest, they were 
the brighter team to start with. We 
knew we had to be patient in our 
play and we frustrated them into 
some long-range efforts in the 
first half. 

“We grew into the game, we got 
the goal and then I thought we 
finished the stronger of the teams 
in the first half and we could have 
gone in 2-0 [up]. I think if we go in 
at 2-0 the crowd get on their backs 
with the form that they were in 
and it becomes a different result.”
